Ostroff, a native of Uniontown, 
moved to Levittown in 1953 and 
became a home salesman for Lev­ 
itt and Sons at a salary of $7,500 
a year, In 1957 he opened his 
own real-estate business in an 
office a< Route 13 and Haines 
Road. 
Many Borrowings 
His first year in business net­ 
ted him only $7,500, he testified. 
However, when that increased to 
$10,000 in 1958 he sold his Lev- 
ittowner 
home 
and 
purchased 
a Jubilee. In 1959 he moved to 
a new office on Route I opposite 
the Country Club shopping cen­ 
ter, buying it for $30,000 subject 
to two mortgages. 
He also moved his home again, 
to a Country Clubber, and he in­ 
vested $5,000 in a subdivision in 
the Poe ones The $5,000, he said, 
was lost 
when 
other 
backers 
pulled out on him. 
In 1960, he testified, his busi­ 
ness was a complete blank in the 
months of January and Febru 
ary. He borrowed $5,500 in April 
to take care of his overhead of 
$1,500 to $2,000 a month. 
‘T thought business would pick 
up hut it just didn’t,” he said 
He has tost his home and his 
car, he declared, as well as his 
business. 
Tries to Collect Himself 
About his flight, to said, "I 
didn’t know what I was doing. I 
couldn't face any more lies. I 
thought if I could collect myself 
I could do the right thing.” 
A total of 17 character witness­ 
es was in the courtroom when 
Bonner asked for them but only 
a few were allowed to testify.

I am one of the lucky few who 
got out of Cuba after last week’s 
disastrous invasion. I was there 
three days. It was the Mig jet 
fighters, the Soviet tanks and the 
mortars which defeated us. 
The Cochinos Bay landing will 
be in Cuban history that Dunkirk 
was to the British. Except that 
we had nobody to get us off the 
beach. 
About 1.500 men took part in the 
invasion. Apparently only a hand­ 
ful managed to get away alive. 
There were 350 men in our group. 
We hit the beach from a Liberty 
ship at 3 a.rn, last April 17. 
Four companions and myself 
evidently are the only survivors— 
not captured or dead—of our 350 
who went in. 
After three days of fighting we 
decided to try to get out 
By 
some kind of miracle we stum 
life 


Our 1.500-man invading force 
was altoard six ships, We sailed 
from a friendly Latin American 
country six days before. The first 
bit of Cuba we sighted was Cayo 
Guano 'Key Guano*. About an 
hour later we sow the light of 
Playa Larga <I/>ng Beach', our 
destination. 
The first hatch of men landed 
at 0300. The operation was very 
slow and the men were still land­ 
ing at 0900, six hours later.

The curfew' and revocation fea­ 
tures were slashed from the bill 
April 5 but returned via another 
amendment last week.
